They have kept it very 
quiet, however, and will 
be surprised to see the 
particulars as given be- 
low. A confidential cir- 
cular sent out by Pres- 
dent Julius 8. Walsh was 
received afew days ago 
by the stockholders of 
= the Citizens’ Rallway, 
apprising them of the fact that negotiations 
were pending looking toward the sale of this 
property, one of the biggest financial 
transactions which has taken place 
for some time in this market. The report, as 
it reached the Presidents and stockbolders of 
the other street-car companies, caused a sen- 
sation. Ever since the break up of the Street 
Oar Association Messrs. Walsh, Mamtt, Green 
Boullin, Maxon, Peper and Tredway have 
managed their properties as they pleased and 
veually without any consultation with 
the heads of the other companies. 
The introduction of outside inter- 
ests with the building of the 
Cable & Western Road, which had no connec- 
tion with any of the older companies, has, 
however, made all new arrivals unwelcome. 
The Cable & Western Co. has repeatedly tried 
to push into the southwestern territory which 
Mr. Jobn Scullin has gridironed in the hope of 
reaping arich reward with the development 
of that part of the city.

4 Complete Blockade of the Indianapolis 
Yards and Trouble Feared. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., November 2.—The 
strike of railroad switechmen is taking on an 
ugly phase. Notasingle switch engine in the 
city was moved this morning. In the freight 
yards everything is in confusion. The 


morning trains were abandoned halt made up 
or not made up at all, except in the Monon 
and Lake Erie & Western yards. The men, 
however, declared that not an engine 
should be moved this morning. In all the 
yards business was ata complete stand- 
still. In several places engineers or fre- 
men or other employes pressed into 
the service, tried to go on with the work, 
but the strikers nterfered and  suc- 
cessfully 18 the departure of any 
trains.

HOW IT OCCURRED. 

Adjoining the Merchants’ Elevator proper to 
the south, isa long, low warehouse in which 
bulk wheat is stored in large bins. 
The dias are about twelve feet 
square and about sixteen feet deep. 
The wheat is brought into them through 
Aumes from the elevator proper, and is al. 
lowed to escape through small outiets in the 
floor. This accounts for the fact that 
an entrance into them is not available 
exeept from the top, which is left 
open. The bins adjoin one another, and 
divided by plank partitions. Running d. 
rectly across the top, along a middle line, is 
a walk made of three planks,abouta foot wide 
each and two inches in thickness. The planks 
are braced in the middie of the bin by a cross. 
piece, and their ends rest, for permanent 
support, upon the dividing walis. After the 
grain has been removed from any one of 
these bins it is the duty of the laborers 
in onarge of the warehouse to clean it out, 
sweep up the floor and make ready for the 
reception of more ram. To reach the bottom 
of the bin itis necessary to walk over the 
planks and descend by means of a stationary 
ladder built against the wall. It happened 
that Ford, Calladay and Miller were the la- 
borers at work cleaning the empty 

this morning. The section 
of the piank walk stretched 


over this particular bin was a bit shaky and 
unsafe. The bottom ofthe bin was reached in 
safety, the floor swept up, and the remalinin 
wheat placed in a sack. The men then desire 
to lift the up and carry itaway. To this 
end they tied a to It and all three climbed 
the ladder, taking the loose end of the rope 
h them, They stood in the middle of the 
and attempted to lift the sack. 

This strain was too much for the weak brace 
in the middle.

ING IN NEW YORE CITY. 


— 


League Establishes a Grade of Players 
2 Salaries Attached — The Error 


Colamn Kilrain and 
Mitchell Were Beaten — Mitchell Chal- 
lenges Matters. 


New York, November 23.—One of the prin- 
cipal transactions at the League meeting yes- 
terday was the passage Of a law grading the 
salaries of the players. The players are to be 
assigned to their grade by the secretary of the 
League. The salaries are as follows: Class A, 
g2, 500; class B, $2, 260; class O. $2,000; class D, 
$1,750; class E, $1,500. The president of each 
club must fle an amdavit with the ‘secretary, 


stating the exact sum every player 
on bis team is to get including 
ponneses, eto. Negotiations for ro- 


jeases, etc., must be carried on through the 
secretary. The next annual meeting of the 
League will be held in this city, but the spring 
meeting will be held in Washington. 

The Committee on Rules after some short 
deliberation decided to replace the error 
column at the request Bt the newspaper men. 
The name of the tenth man must be printed 
onthe score card amd it he replace a regular 
player, the latter may not return. The um- 
piremay ne a player not less than $5 or more 
than $25 fer abuse or improper language anda 
repetition of the offense will be punished by 
the removal of the player from the game, the 


tenth man taking his piace.

giish fighter appeared as the celebrated 
modern athlete, John L. Sullivan.’’ 

The enthusiasm over Mitchell’s posing as his 
late antagonist at Chantilly had hardly ebbed 
away when Stage Manager Fleming walked 
out on the stage and said: 

**I take pleasure in introducing to you Jake 
Klirain, the champion of the world.“ 

There was a dead silence for afew moments, 
but as Kilrain stepped out to bow to the peo- 
plea wave of applause broke from the pit, 
and, like a flash, a storm of hisses broke in 
the galleries, and swept down and buried the 
applause of the men in the pit. Then a hurri- 
cane of cheers rang out and the crowded Fal- 
lery yelled: 

‘*Suliivan! Sallivan! Sallivan!’’ 

It was a dramatic scene as Kilrain stood like 
a statue facing the angry breakers of hisses 
and cheers for John L. Sulllvan. Then, as the 
storm broke out afresh, he turned red in the 
face, made a low bow and disappeared behind 
the scenes, while the crowded galleries stili 
shouted for Sullivan. 

The scene in the theater was exciting, but it 
was a worse mob that Allrain had to face when 
he started to leave the theater. When he 
walked out of the rear entrance with Mitchell 
he was surrounded by a mob of 00 men and 


boys.

There was a rough crowd from Eighth and 
Christian streets and another rough crowd 
from Port Richmond at the bead of the mob.

With Officer Craig in front of them, Kilrain 
and Mitchell tried to push their way up Sun- 
som street toward the Continental Hotel, but 
the mob rallſed in frontof them and wouldn't 
let them move. The leaders of the mob tried 
everything to provoke Kilrain to speak or 
raise his hand,but neither Kilrain nor Mitchell 
said awordor madea move until a Sansom 
street car came pushing its way through the 
mob. Just then Officer Craig beat open a lane 
with a club aud Kilrain and Mitchell jumped 
on the Car. 

The driver whipped up his homes, but the 
crowd closed in on the horses and btopped the 
car. Officer Craig made another piccky rally, 
and the driver whipped up his horses and they 
started away on a gallop, while some of the 
wildest of the roughs followed for a square, 
yelling and shouting, but the car gotaway 
with Kllram and Mitchell.

DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


SUITS BROUGHT AND CAUSES DISPOSED OF 
TO-DAY. 


Judge Seddon Finds for the Defendants in 
the. Singular Case of Cherbonnier vs. 
Cherbonnier—A Groom Who Sought to 
Enforce a Wedding Contract Made by Ris 
Father—Legal News and Notes. 


Judge Seddon this morning gave judgment 
for the defendants in the well-known case of 
Edward G. Cherbonnier against Andrew V. 
Cherbonnier, Sarah C. Cherbonnier, his wife, 
and E. T. Farish, trustee. This somewhat 
remarkable suit has been tried three times, 
and now that it has been settled ia the lower 
courts it is probable that an appeal will 
be taken. The plaintiff was married to 
Miss Annie C. Case on April 27, 1881, and 
brought suit against his father, Andrew V. 
Cherbonnier, to compel the performance of a 
specific contract. It was claimed that before 
the marriage Dr. G. S. Case, the father of the 
bride, and Mr. Cherbonnier, the father of the 
groom, agreed witb each other that should the 
intended marriage take place, they would each 
bestow certain real estate of the total value of 
$3,000 on the married couple. The petition 
says that had this agreement not been entered 
into, the wedding would have been post- 
poned. It is further stated that the two fa- 
thers actually did, with the purpose named, 
purchase two lots on Finney, near Grand av- 
enue, and erect houses there- 
on. Furthermore, that the houses 
and lots eventually cost more than 
$6,000, and that the plaintiff stood ready to ro- 
fund the difference. Dr. Case made over his 
house to the bride and groom, but Mr. Ober- 
bonnier refused to do so, and the result was 


the suit now decided. There was much feel- 
ing displayed in the matter. Mr.A.V.Cherbon- 
nier is a Catholic, and Miss Case was an Epis- 
copalian when the marriage took place, and 
some unpleasantness arose from this. After- 
warde the elder Cherbonnier transferred the 
property in dispute to Mr. Farrisb, who bt 
therefore made a party to the case. Jud 
found that while there — 
an agreement of the na- 
set forth in the petition 
it was a verbal one for the convéyance of 
real estate, and that there was no such — 
performance as the law contemplates to 
the agreement out of the statute of frauds. 2

CANADIAN ANNEXATION. 


GEN. HARRISON’S ALLEGED OPINION CAUSES 
EXCITEMENT IN POLITICAL CIRCLES. 


The President-Elect Reported as Favoring 
the Movement—Probability of a Recom- 
mendation in His First Message—How the 
Treasury Surplas Can Be Used—The Fee)l- 
ing in the Dominion. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-Dispatcn. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, November 28.—The Star 
ofthis city yesterday afternoon published a 
special dispatch from Indianapolis, which 
said: An intimate friend of Gen. Harrison 
says that he, like all Presidents, will desire to 
do something that will give his sdministration 
& prominent placein the history of his 
country, and that one of his first official acts 
will be the negotiation for the annexation of 
Canada. The General believes that the United 
States can and should receive Canada in this 
manner. His idea is that the territory can be 
annexed to the United States by assuming 
Canada’s debt. If the territory can not 
be secured for that consideration 
Gen. Harrison would favor paying a 
considerable bonus. Itis understood he has 
said privately that the surplus in the treasury 
conld not be spent in a better manner than by 
buying Canada. He heartily approves such a 
move, and will so recommend in his first mes- 
sage to Congress. It is hard to describe the 
sensation that this dispatch has caused. In 
all the hotels last night it has beén discussed 
and at the clubs was the sole topic. It is felt 
that the dispatch, instead of being an ordinary 
piece of news and transmitted in the usual 
way, isafeeler thrown out by the President- 
elect through his friends to draw from 
Canadian and American papers ex- 
pressions of opinion on the matter in 
order that from these he may obtain such 
an idea as will enable eim to act intelligently 
on the guestion. The Liberal party of Canada 
is committed to unrestricted reciprocity or 
free trade with the States, the more radigal 
being in favor of what they call commercial 
unlon, which term barely disguises annexa- 
tion.

LIBERTY EVANGELICAL MISSION’S NEW 
QUARTERS ON FRANKLIN AVENUE. 


Organization of the West 88. Louis Presby- 
terlan Church — Father Head Ap- 
pointed Pastor of the Annunciation to 
Succeed Father Brady—The Central 
Christian Church—Religious Notes. 


IBERTY Evangelical Mis- 
sion, organized in 1886 by 
Rev. E. T. Colman for 
reaching men and women 
in the churchiess portion 
of the city, has met with 
unprecedented success 
during the past two years. 
The mission is now com- 
pelled to remove from its 
old quarters, 806 North 
Seventh street, owing to 
the large number of men 
who flock to the mission services night after 
night. A large three-story building at No. 719 
Franklin avenue has been secured for the 
future operations of the mission. The top 
floor will be fitted up as a dormitory, where 
poor deserving men will be supplied with a 
night’s lodging during the cold winter nights. 
On the second floor there will be a reading · 
room, bath-room and dining-room, where 
deserving hungry men and women will receive 
a meal of bread and soup during the inclement 
weather. The first floor will be used for Sunday- 
school and gospel preaching and song services 
for the masses every night in the week during 
the winter months. The rent of the building 
is $1,000 per annum,and Mrs. E. 8. Greenwood, 
Superintendent of the Sabbath-sehool, in 
company with Rev. E. T. Colman, missionary 
in charge of the work, went among some of 
the business men of the city during the week, 
and secured the first year’s rent. Among the 


prominent subscribers is Mayor Francis. The 
mission is nan-sectarian, and its object is to 
rescue the perishing, to care for the dying and 
to lift up the fallen without distinction of na- 
tionality, class or creed. During 2 
February and March ot the present year the 
mission fed 4,722 persons with bread and soup. 
The mission will be in its new quarters on 
Thanksgiving Day.
